the natives have shown marvellous ingenuity 
in making so modern an appliance as the 
telegraph subserve the purposes of a sanctuary, 
In that country, says Professor Jenks in his’ 
recent book, ‘everyone has a right to approach 
the Shah by telegram, if he prepays & reply. 
The man who apprehends violence goes to the 
telegraph office, despatches his ‘appeal, and sits 
down to await the answer. . As things in Persia 
move with deliberation, this is probably several 
days.in arriving. But as the telegraph office 
is the Shah’s property, it is sanctuary} and the 
suppliant, so long as he remaius there is safe, 
It is no uncommon thing therefore, to see a 
little group: of suppliants, fortified with food 
and drink by their‘relatives, crouching in the’ 
telegraph office, while a corresponding group, 
of avengers of blood waits eargely outside.”
